What is the 
trouble in - Wash- 
ington? How dan- 
gerous is it? Must 
the present mili- 
tary Joint Chiefs

Gaither Report and the Rockefeller Re- 
port to Congress) ? 

Let’s take a glimpse at No. 2 first. The 
trouble is so serious that some Senators 
are said to be losing sleep over it. We can 
catch a glimpse of the depth of the be- 
trayal, or stupidity—whichever it is—in 
the fact that the two most potent weapons 
this nation has developed are both being

neglected, despite 

the USSR is making swift strides in su- 
perior weapons. Our two great defense 
weapons now available are our long-range 
bombers and the 5000-mile-range Snark 
guided missile. Our bombers with hydro- 
gen and atomic warheads can hit any tar- 
get behind the Iron Curtain. We would 
undoubtedly suffer crippling losses on the 
first mission, but we could destroy prob- 
ably every industrial and scientific center in 
the Soviet Union with this fleet, as of to- 
day. 

But the Soviet Union is catching up 
with us so fast we will have to get back to 
work to keep ahead in air power. 

Yet Eisenhower did not include in his 
proposed military budget any increase in 
the production of the big, long range 
bombers. Democratic Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
was quoted by the INS Jan. 20th, as 
saying: 

“Congress may have to take the initia- 
tive from the White House and provide 
funds for continued production of H-bomb 
carrying B-52 planes...The Executive has 
as yet not proposed any increase. There is 
a plan but it hasn’t come up here (to Con- 
gress) and we may have to initiate it here.” 

Regarding the importance of the strate- 
gic bombers, I have a letter from retired 
Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, one of 
the principle architects of America’s 
powerful Air Force, commenting: 


“All I can say is that our nation had 
better keep our Strategic Air Command to. 


full strength with intercontinental bombers 
and crews for a long time to come. In my 
opinion missiles will not take over for 
many years.” 

Still more devastating is the Snark, 
which, though not a “ballistic” missile, has 
its own guiding brain built in, and it can 
be transported like a plane and launched 
from sea-going and small land bases. And 
the experts say it is fantastically ac- 
curate at 5,000 miles.

aircraft defenses; this initial attack to be 
followed by flocks of the big, fast bombers, 
vihich, with the enemy’s bases crippled, 
would suffer lighter losses. 

Just after the first Sputnik jolted the 
country, it was publicly announced that 
the great Snark was already in production. 
Three of these super-weapons were being 
made a month. When an alarmed public 
shouted for better defenses, we naturally 
supposed the production of the Snark 
would be doubled and doubled again and 
still again, inasmuch as it is sure to be 
some time, perhaps several years, before 
we can perfect and produce in quantities 
an accurate, dependable, all-weather rocket 
missile with a range comparable to that of 
the Snark. 

But early in January the public learn- 
ed that the Eisenhower administration had 
CUT BACK the production of the Snark 
to one_a month! 

“REDS CAN'T STOP SNARK” 

Here is the greatest weapon ever put 
into production by any nation in the 
history of the world. It travels at 650 
miles per hour, and undoubtedly would 
suffer some losses from anti-aircraft wea- 
pons, but as of today, no nation has any-

thing else nearly as good. Whitney C. Col- 
lins, president of Northrop Aviation, 
recently told Senate probers, in secret 
testimony: 

“Assign the Snark against the most 
heavily defended Russian positions, and 
you will save American manpower and 
also you will increase the probability of 
the success of manned bombers coming in 
behind, and our analysis of the effective- 
ness of this weapon is that the Russian 
defense system cannot stop it.”

For the past two weeks The Star has 
run a series of editorials discussing the 
powers and excesses of the present U.S. 
Supreme Court. In this series, “The Run- 
away Court” we pointed out that the Court 
is not and never was supposed to be the 
unquestioned arbiter of what the “supreme 
law of the land” is. The Court’s jurisdic- 
tion is almost wholly limited by Congres- 
sional power. The “supreme law” is not 
“what the Supreme Court says it is.” No 
court was ever empowered to change the 
language of the Constitution or by “inter- 
pretation” to make the Constitution mean 
what it does not say. 

The present Warren court has been 
doing just that. We listed several recent 
cases where the clear meaning of the 
Constitution has been arbitrarily changed 
and where the clear intent of Congress 
in writing laws under the Constitution has 
been reversed by the court. We noted the 
tendency of this court to put sociology 
ahead. of legal precedent in making deci- 
sions. These justices have in effect made 
new laws according to what they think 
they should be instead of what the law 
and the Constitution actually are. 

To counter this grab for power by the 
court we have suggested that Congress use

from Moscow in March, 1956. He further 
declares that top Protestant leaders in. the 
U.S., including Dr.. Eugene Carson Blake 
and Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, president of 
the United Lutheran Church, have been 
carrying on religious collaboration with 
communist-appointed church leaders, both 
from communist Red China and communist 
Hungary.

that there is such a thing. ” Dr. McIntire 


quotes two former FBI undercover agents, 
Mr. Herbert A. Philbrick and Boris Morros, 
to support his charges that there has been 
communist infiltration and use of religion 
in the United States. Dr. McIntire indicates 
that he believes that the National Council 
of Churches is offering to the United States 
a different kind of religion than _ that 
which has prevailed in the great_ creeds 
of the church. 

Quoting Dr. Eugene Carson Blake con- 
cerning distrust which has arisen between 
Ministers and laity, that this is “mistrust 
of the integrity and of those 
persons who hold to the differences,” Dr. 
McIntire maintains that the differences 
have to do with the very substance of the 
Christian religion, and that the National 
Council of Churches is seeking to develop 
“a new kind of church with its new con- 
cept of Christianity.” The ecumenical move- 
ment, with its emphasis upon uniting all 
churches in one, Dr. McIntire claims is the

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its ; constitutional power to limit the court’s 
appellate jurisdiction and to acquire the 
court to base all decision on prior prece- 
dent and law. 

We have been pleased and surprised 
by the widespread interest and approval 
of these editorials. 

We have been even more surprised by 
the great number of people who told us 
they did not know the Supreme Court was 
not supreme, they did not know Congress 
could prevent the court from usurping its 
power. In fact many who wrote or called 
indicated a very limited understanding and 
knowledge of the Constitution. 

One high school senior, commenting on 
our objections to the use of Swedish 
Socialist Gunnar Myrdal’s book, “An 
American Dilemma,” and his statement in 
that book that the adoption of the Consti- 
tution was “nearly a plot against the .com- 
mon people” said to us, “Well, wasn’t it? 
We were taught that the constitutional 
convention met in secret and sprung the 
Constitution on the people unawares.” 

We have gained the impression that 
there is too little understanding. of the 
Constitution among the vast majority of 
our people. Too few of us know how it 
was created, what its antecedents were, 
who wrote it, what their philosophical and 
political aims were and how the Constitu- 


tion was devised to preserve individual 
liberty and self-government. One college 
professor told us that our editorial should 
be read by all college students because 
most of them didn’t knew the Supreme 
Court’s position under the Constitution, 

We suggest to our adult readers that 
they reread the Constitution. Only by 
widespread public understanding and sup- 
port for the Constitution can its protec- 
tions be maintained over our liberties. Only 
if the public insists that the Constitution be 
upheld as the “SUPREME LAW OF THE 
LAND” will it be upheld. 

We suggest that our schools try to do a 
better job of teaching about the Constitu- 
tion. It might be wise to include a com- 
pulsory course on the Constitution—its 
history, philosophy and _  application—in 
every public high school. The true meaning 
of the Constitution should be an integral 
part of the educational heritage of every 
free American. 

Only if Americans know their own 
rights under the Constitution, their powers 
to change or protect it, can they make it 
serve to protect their own freedom rather 
than serve the prejudices. and personal 
philosophies of those few men who make 
up the Supreme Court.

introduced her as author of an article in 
that issue. Beside the pen drawing I ran a 
recent photograph of Anna Rosenberg 
whom Truman had appointed, showing that 
they were one and the same. Not that 
there was any question about the identity 
of the contributor to the communist paper; 
for the editor had introduced her as Anna 
Rosenberg, one of Roosevelt’s appointees 
to the War Manpower Commission (‘“‘N.Y. 
Regional Director, War Manpower Com- 
mission’).

Do not overlook the fact 
that the same Rockefeller’ Report which 
called for a single military dictator over 
the armed forces also urged direct federal 
control of the Civil Defense forces of the 
nation. You can see at a glance what 
this plan is for: when the bombs start 
falling, the internal enemy wil] stampede 
our people with fear—well founded fear— 
not to save themselves by a cooperative 
auxiliary police, working with and under 
leadership of their local police—but to 
take orders from Washington—from the 
military dictator. The plan is to wipe out 
forever local self-government and establish 
a national police over the people, 

No federal police could work as ef- 
ficiently in my home town and yours in 
an emergency as can the police who live 
here and whose entire lives are devoted to 
handling emergencies, big and little, in 
their respective towns, They are the ex- 
perts at it and know their local environs. 

INDUSTRIALISTS REVEAL 
PENTAGON , FAULTS 

Saving the people and the cities is not 
what the world planners want: they want 
power, and they obviously know they will 
have to bring about a holocaust in which 


peop ple will isiiop each other by the mil- 
ons, the complete chaos of atomic war, 
to énable them to grasp full ‘power. 

Fortunately, Senators Russell . of ..Ga., 
Bridges of New Hampshire and Khowland 
of Cal., and Rep. Vinson of the House 
Armed Services Committee are vigorously 
opposing the drive for a dictator over the 
military establishment. 

The above tragic picture dées not 
answer all the questions. There is much 
that we can see from ‘here which ought to 
be corrected inside the Pentagon and which 
probably can be corrected, despite the -in- 
fluence of the power cult.

1. They could have gone ahead two or 
more years ago with varios needéd new 
weapons, including iiitercontinental ballistic 
missiles, space satéllites and aiti-missile 
missiles, but they could not get authoriza- 
tion from the Pentagon. The President cut 
out the important. items in order to kéep 
his budget undér the national debt ceil- 
ing—unwilling to cut out the Soéialist 
et. of billions abroad and matiy ‘bil- 
lions in boondoggling welfare state bureaus. 

2. More often than not, when a new 
project was authorized it later was junked 
or suspended. 

3. The Pentagon is so waterlogged with 
petty civilian officials that the big in- 
dustrial builders who know what they are 
doing, have a hard ‘tine to see any- 
one in the Pentagon with authority. 

4. Petty officidls in the Budget swing 
the axe arbitrarily. 

5. The U.S. could now, “with existing 
hardware” send a_ satellite around the 
moon and return, if industry were given a 
chance.

Sieners Of The 


Declaration

Often the question has been asked, 
“What happened to these men who signed 
the Declaration of Independence?” 

Paul Harvey, noted writer and radio 
commentator, looked the record up, and 
here’s what he found: 

Five signers were captured by the 
British as traitors, and tortured before 
they died. Twelve had their homes ran- 
sacked and burned. Two lost tlieir sons in 
the Revolutionary Army. One of the sign- 
ers had two sons captured. Nine of the 56 
fought and died of wounds or the hard- 
ships of the Revolutionary War. 

But what kind of men were they, these 
men who boldly wrote their names to the 
Declaration that lit the fires of liberty in 
souls of men throughout the world? 

Twenty-four were lawyers and jurists. 
Eleven were merchanfs, nine were farmers 
and large plantation owners, men of means, 
well educated. 

Their security, their incomes, their 
worldly possessions made them substantially 
well off. But they signed the Declaration 
of Independence, even though they - knew 
that the penalty would be death on the 
gallows, if they were captured. 

They signed and they pledged their 
lives, their fortunes....and their sacred 
honor. Carter Braxton of Virginia, a 
wealthy planter and trader saw his ships 
swept from the seas by the British Navy. 
He sold his home and his. properties to pay 
his debts, and died in rags. Thomas 
MeKeam was so hounded by the enemy 
British that he was forced: to move his 
family almost constantly. He served in the 
Congress without pay, and his family was 
kept in hiding. His possessions were taken

“As the facts about . Little Rock appear- 
éd- through the fog of semantics which 
surrounded the commercial press reports, 
it seems that the NAACP had lined up 9 
Negro students to enter previously all 
white Central High School at Little Rock. 
The governor, aware of the violence which 
would ensue, because of the determined 
hostility of the majority of the. people of 
his state, took the effective means of pre- 
venting this violence by using the forces 
at his disposal to prevent the NAACP 
from carrying out its disruptive plans. 
This set up a hue and cry in the controlled 
news channels and Faubus was presented 
to us as a monster who had disregarded 
the Contitution. A judge from the northern 
states had conveniently been sent to pre- 
side over the federal court in this em- 
broglio. The President, however, had stated 
that under no circumstances could he imag- 
ine sending federal troops into any state 
to enforce integration. For a while it look- 
ed as though he was following Andy Jack- 
son’s precedent in the case of Georgia and 
the Indians, where a Supreme Court deci- 
sion ran contrary to state sovereignty. 
Jackson said the court had made this edict, 
let them enforce it. 

In a matter of hours the machinery of 
the Invisible Government caused the Presi- 
dent to reverse himself. He sent federal 
troops into Arkansas without the Constitu- 
tional requirement that the Governor re- 
quest them. This was a real violation of 
state sovereignty and of the Constitution, 
but the news agencies immediately ap- 


proved. 

~ At ‘Newport, in a conference, the two 
executives, national and state, came to an 
agreement as to withdrawal of these 
troops. A public statement, required by the 
President, was made by the Governor and 
the country breathed easier for a few

reverse himself, leaving the troops in Little 
Rock, to the horror and dismay of the 
nation. 

These are matters of serious concern, 
not only for the South, but to the East, 
the West, and the North. If integration 
could bring about an un-challenged breach 
of the Constitution and an invasion of a 
state, how can anyone believe that this 
precedent will not be followed in others 
under other circumstances? It therefore be- 
hooves us to ask ourselves some very perti- 
nent questions: 

1. Who is this “Invisible Government,” 
of which Sen. Jenner spoke, which has 
more 
United States and can make him reverse 
his Constitutional decisions and oblige him 
to take violent measures in disregard of 
the oath he took to uphold and defend 
that constitution?

ton. At the Battle of Yorktown, Thomas 


Nelson Jr., noted that the British General 
Corriwallis had taken over the Nelson 
home for his headquarters. The owner 
quietly urged General George Washington 
‘to open fire, which was done. The home 
was destroyed, and Nelson died bankrupt. 
His grave is unmarked and unknown. 
Francis Lewis had his home and proper- 
ties destroyed. The enemy jailed his wife, 
and she died within a few months. John 
Hart was driven from his wife’s bedside 
as she was dying. Their 13 children fled 
for their lives. His fields and his grist mill 
were laid waste. For more than a. year 
he lived in the forests and caves, returning 
home after the war to find his wife dead. 


His children had vanished. A few weeks 
later he died from exhaustion and a broken 
heart. 

Norris and Livingston suffered similar 
fates. Such were the stories and sacrifices 
of the American Revolution. These were 
not wild-eyed, rabble-rousing ruffians. 
These were soft-spoken men of means, 
wealth and education! They had security, 
but they valued liberty more. Standing 
tall, straight and unwavering, they 
pledged: “For the support of this declara- 
tion, with a firm reliance on the protec- 
tion of the Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other, our lives, our for- 
tunes and our sacred honor.”
